LINCRUSTA WALTON. 





N an article in our January issue on 
"Wall Paper Decoration," by Mr. 
Lewis F. Day, that gentleman, 
while referring to the substantial 
character of Lincrusta Walton as 
a wall decoration, complained that 
the English patterns are too fini- 
kin and fussy for use in any dig- 
nified scheme of decoration. This 
objection, while true of many of 
the English designs, which par- 
take of the sin of fussiness, is not 
characteristic of the simple, broad 
and less pretentious American patterns that are being produced 
by Messrs. Frederick Beck & C >.. the American manufacturers 
of this noble wall decoration. The study of their latest cata- 
logue will convince 
our readers of the W> 
great superiority of 
the American de- 
signs, the several 
beautiful concep 
tions for staircase, 
dados and ceilings, 
in Louis XVI., Louis 
XV. and Empire 
styles, being especi- 
ally clever. Among 
the latest patterns 
are handsome 
wreaths, for friezes, 
cornice ceilings and 
corners, which have 
been made to facili- 
tate the decoration 
of rooms where it has 
been intended to use 
plaster moulds, or 
other relief materials 
of that description. 
These designs are 
sold cut out, ready 
for applying to the 
wall. Panels of an 
attractive character 
can be made cheap- 
ly, and private de- 
signs can be control- 
led by arrangement 
with the manufact- 
urers. In the latest 
production of Ob- 
jets cVArt there are 
panels representing 
the Shakesperian 
characters in "Hid- 
summer Night's 
Dream," " Hamlet," 

"Merry Wives of Windsor," and " Romeo and Juliet," which 
will make attractive panels for libraries. Much attention has 
also been given to the improvement of the material itself, which 
is now made absolutely without a fault. Its pliability is excel- 
lent, and the new paper adopted for the backing is removed 
without the slightest effort. Lincrusta Walton is a material 
that possesses great strength and is very durable. It is capable of 
color decoration and is superior to any wall-paper. Its great 
power of resisting moisture renders it of great practical utility 
in sanitary applications. In fact, it is waterproof, and has been 
used in the decoration of steamships and yachts, and in some 
cases has been submerged for several da\s without receiving any 
damage. As is well-known, the ornament can be produced in 
relief of any height, and can be thus used as a cheap substitute 
for carving on doors, pilasters, screens and other ornamental 
parts of woodwork and furniture, where it has all the orna- 
mental effect of the best carving. 

Lincrusta Walton is, indeed, still in its infancy, in so far as 
its capabilities are concerned, and while its principal features 





are shown in decoration, it has much of merit for the cabinet- 
maker, furniture and piano manufacturer, and to this trade it 
has a special attraction. Lincrusta Walton will soon be a house- 
hold word everywhere, seeing that it is made to adorn the 
home with dignity and economy, qualities that cannot be 
vouched for in many other processes of wall decoration. In 
considering the value of Lincrusta Walton as a covering for 
walls, it should be remembered that damp walls injure not only 
the inmates of the house, but many of their most valued pos- 
sessions. Pianos are safe in any quarter of the room that is 
lined with Lincrusta Walton, and the admirer of water color 
and beautiful bric-a brae have, in rooms protected by Lincrusta, 
a rich background for all objects of art, without fear of the 
exudation of damp. Whether we regard this valuable material 
on account of the warm aud pliable surface it presents to its 
protective and sanitary qualities, or on account of the magnifi- 
cent designs produced in the material itself, we must admit, 
with Mr. Day, that it is the material par excellence for modern 
decoration.

on the wall as quickly as the ordinary wall-paper. The designs 
are specially adapted for halls, vestibules, dining-rooms, nurser- 
ies and interiors where economy and durability is desired, espe- 
cially when combined with remarkable sanitary qualities. It is 
waterproof and non absorbent and can be cleaned with disin- 
fectants without detriment to itself, and will not admit germs 
of any description to permeate its surface. The production of 
this new Lincrusta covering fills a want that has always been 
felt in the trade for a material that will give the sanitary 
qualities of Lincrusta without being so expensive as that ma- 
terial.
